Though applicant contends in the Remark, filed on 6/26/06, that strips are originally intended to mean waved strips and further states 
that side walls having pattern comprising waved strips is eqivalent to "waved strips", examiner respectfully differs since having waved 
side wall (which is presented originally) is different from sidewalls having plurality of strips which are waved. Waved side wall can be 
formed by having undulation throughout the surface of the side wall not having definite regular waved strips.
